Now I ſay, If a Subjeft had been mur- 
thered, and that his ſonſhould forgive allthe 
murtherers, yet the Law hath a power in it 
to put them to death' for their aftings in 
murthering his Father , notwithſtanding 
his ſon's remittance ; becauſe his ſon us not a 
competert Judge in the cauſe. But in a 
Kino (in whom # the life of the Law ) it ts 
notſo ; for in any Caſe , and eſpecially his 
own ( aſe, he may forgive whan he will, aud 
that muſt ſtand for Law , becauſe he is 4 
rompleat Judge, ſo that his word by the Law 
zs made to be above the Law , as we ſee in 
Caſes of Remittance :, for after that many 
have been caft to die by the Liww', the 
King's pardon hath ſaved them: and whoſe» 
ever denieth this, denieth the King's Prero» 
gative Royal. 

Az 1in, I ſay, There ts a d:ſtinition be-

19,18, He layeth down his bifes 
wore properly can be ſaid to take it from him, 
becauſe he hath power to lay it down , and 
80 take it up again, elſe be i not a Martyr ; 
- Gut the bfe of him that « murthered, 5s vio-- 

* ently taken from him, that thowoh he would 
Live upon any terms , he may not live , and 
he cannot help it. And jour Rojal Father . 
underſtanding this, did not ſay at his death, 
(wor as you have it in his Speech to you) that 
he was murthered ; but ſaid, that he was 
martyred. Therefore he that ſaith he was 
murthered , doth not onely deny him to 
, be a Martyr, but doth alſo denie both his 
power and pardon, and belyeth him: for he 
did never pardon any for wilfz! murther, 
Jet pardoneth allrheſe men , being his own 
enemies, looking not on them as his mur- 

eres; but as they wilfully, yet ignorant- 
ly, did flay htms : and he would have you to 
pardon them in like manner, 

Your Royal F ather following (hriſt Jeſus 
in it, who (4s he was a King , and a pattern 
20-all Kings for the future times) had an eye 
to his Perogative Royal, thus, that he grves 
order to his Apoſtles, concerning them that 
had put him to death,that if they did repent, 
hes blood ſhould not be required of them: and

we [ce Peter proceeds with them according-' 
ly; fir after ke had ſhewed the Jews how 
they had ſlain the Lord Jeſw,uontil they were 
pricked in their hearts, and made to cry out 
tothe A poſt les, ſaying, Men and brethren, 
whart ſhall we do? Peter doth net ſay, Tow 
muſt —_ it ; but ſaith, Repent and be 
baprized every one of you, in the Name 
of the Lord Jeſus, for the remiſſion of 
fins ; and ye ſhall receive the gift of the 
holy Ghoſt, A4#.2.37,38, yet by the Jews 
Laws ſuch offenders were to die without 
merc), Levit.24.17418. and if it had beer 
the will of (hriſt , Peter had power enough 
to put them to death, as we ſee Ananias 
and Sapphira were ſlain by the word of his 
mouth » AQts 5.1, 233,435 363738,951 0, 
but herein i Chriſt 's pardon or Perogative 
Royal ſeex. 


Moſt Rojal Soveraigu, That Text, 
2 Chron, 25, 3. which many warge in thy 
(aſe, ts no preſident for you to follow: firſt, 
Becauſe Joaſh was murthered, 2 King. 1 2, 
20, Secondly, Betauſe we read wit , that 
King/Joaſh gave any ſuch charge to his ſox, 
as your Royal Father gave you, to ſhew that

Britains hath been, ever fince rhey were þrought 
under rhe Saxons , that one ſhould. be-cxalred 
ſtrangely our of that Stock ro do great things 2. 
and we have many Sayings, and Proverbs of in- 
ſtruction , or rather Propheſic, to thar purpoſe, 
which I believe are now veriked in his Highneſs : 
one is thus, Husbu i dengis y dan obboradd 3 man 
z wriddin : that is in Engliſh; The max in hu tame 
will manife(} of what 100! or degree be i deſcended. 
Bur his Highneſs doth nor glory in fleſh and 
blood, as the prodigals do of theirblood and 
gentility, though he ſhewerh it in aRionsro pull 
down ſuch high ſpirus thar are mor foreVice then 
Virtue; and he dorh it with more rcnderneſs, 

then they would do to him, if they had him un- 
der, which ſheweth he is of a right Princely vein; 
for a Clown and a Coward is crucl,and will have 
no mercy on his enemies, if once he gers them in 
his power. 

Bur however, fuppoſe his Highneſs were.not of 
ſo great a Blood ; if that Cherles Stewards houſe 
thould deſcend as it did bitherro, and Oliver 

k CZ Crom- 
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Pronwtl*s houſe aſcend as it doth, within a few 
Generations to come, it would nor be counted 
then a bad march, for the beſt of the Stewarts ro 
match with che chief Cremwel's Daughter, 
Therefore I ſay , Why ſhould you be ſo con« 
rrary to the King s welfare, as I heard ſome ſay, 
Thar they would rather ſee rhe King loſe all and 
periſh , rhen ſo toundervaluc himlſclf, as co be 
married with Cromwel 's Daughter. Truely, 1 
doubt flich proud Spirits muſt down ; and rhe 
King's beſt way, is notto hear them': for if the 
lare-King were nov alive, to {ce theſe things now 
as they are brought abour, he would connſcl his 
Son to marry his Highneſs*s Daughter, and ſo 
co make peace. And if the late King 's words 
be rightly conſidered , his wiſhes ro have the 
Army for him ſairh'no leſs : for whar more pro- 
bable way is ir for the King'to gain the Army to 
him , thento joyne in affinity with the Caprain- 
General thereof? I think this is ghe ſence of rhe 
peech of his Majeſty 's Father, as true as if he 
was now living to declare itztor he was a wiſefore- 
ſeeing Man, rhar ſaw this Army wax invincible, 
And 1 cannot finde in all the late King 's Book, 
where he dothgive way for his Son, this King, to 
avenge his blood 3 bur rather , that he forgive 
all, and cxhiorteth him co forgive all thar are 
willing ro come ro an agreemenr with him ; and 
xrucly it is not onely perteR Chriſtianity, bur ir 
is alſo his greareſt Policy ro do ſo. 

Yer many ſay, Thar'if che King ſhould match 
with his Highneſs 's Dailghter , would be in 
{corn-among all the Princes in Chriſtendom. 

Alaſs ! he is more-in {corn among them now 
athcis; for whar do the Prinecs do, for to 
_ | | reſtore 
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reſtore him >. It rhey ſend him a lictle maintes 
nance far a time,they are ſoon weary of himzand 
account of him bur as a poor man that crayerh 
Alms. We know how the Papiſts ſcorn and fligbr 
their poor brerkren, if they be contrary to them 
in their Religion, and do nothing for them, bur 
rather do what they can againſt them, eycn to 
the taking away of their lives: And it is God's 
mercy to King Charles and that Family, that he 
hath eſcaped among them all this, while with his 
life, being he is one gat they tcargif he be ſer up, 
may come to ruine their Religion, 

Therefore if once the KING 's Majeſty were 
joyned. with. his Highneſs the Lord ProteQor, 
what. need had: the King to care for any Prince 
inthe World ? I believe they wonld'all rrem- 
ble at his preſence ; for God hath provided bim 
an armygthar it once he were inthe head of it,all 
theWorld could not parallel nor ſhew ſuch ano- 
ther 3 becauſe his Army doth confiſt of civil, 
wiſe, politick men, that have zcalouſly devored 
themſelves to fight Chriſt's bartels, and ro bring | 
down his Rebellious enemies under his IronRod, 
for to keep Gods Commandments:and they (hall * 
proſper. 

Yer ler me not flatter our gallant Engliſh 
Souldiers, left 1 ſhould deceive them; for I read 
Foel 2. of a terrible Army , called, A Northern 
Army: which I believe is deſigned for this place, 
and ſhall do great things 2 bur if we turn to God 
and rhe King , as you ſee Joel 2. 12, 13,1430. 
then God will remove this Sea Northern Army 
from us. 1 had alſo Viſions of ſuch rhings. And 
Grobuerus *s Propheſic agreeth re it, which 
ſpeaketh thus ; Then ſhall appear one Charles de:

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{cending of Charles , ur. « mighty fleet onthe 
f! his Fathers Dominion ,, and with the aid of 
the Danes, Swedes, Hollander , and French ſhall -

7. And therefore ten thouſand of them that pray 
ro God when they fight, and ſtudy God 's' word + 
continually,ſhall beat forty thouſand of ſuch as 
fear not God, (bur contrarily, curſe & ſwear)be 
rhey never ſo deſperare and ſtrong men ; yer ler 
none preſume upon his holineſs as the Pope did, 
who thought ro make the World flie before - 
him, and was choaked by a flye that flew in art '

The King can never have a berter opportunity 

then he hag the laſt rime he came from Sco:land ; - 
for had nor the blindc and the lame been with 
him , | who were hated of David 's foul, 2 Sam. 
5.6,8, the King had bcen on his Throne ar Low-- 
don, within eight dayes atrer he had enrred Exg- 
land; for if his Counſel of War had had eyes ro 
have ſcen their way, and legs to come valiantly 
forward, whenGod gave them ſuch an opportuni- 
ty, thework had beendone ; and it had been 
wiſdom and valour in them nor ro ſleep upon ir, 
bur to march nighr and day unril rhey came to. 
Londox; and if they had taken all the horſes in 
their way to brirg them ſpeedily up,the King then 
might have ſuddenly taperblade owners of 
ſuch horſes 3 and the way was dpen , no power 
being berween them and I ondoz able ro hinder

Therefore ler not King Charles think, rhar ſuch 
men as brought his Father (rhough unwittingly) 
tothe block, and hauſclf into ſuch hazard ar 
Wercefter, and themſelves to a great deſtruRion, 
that ever they ſhould do him good. int the field, 
It is erue, themen with well ro the King 3 and 
who can be more truer to him chen-they are? but 
alaſs! rhey have deceived both him and them-: 
ſelyes hitherto; for they are nor fir Souldiers, 
ially ro go-againſt theſe men that are in the 
now-in England , becauſc.they are blinde 
and in all their proccedings.

ingwill be of David *'s minde ; for ſuch Souldi- 
ers dv bur deceive, deſtroy and waſte rhemſclvcs 

and thoſc that ijnploy them.

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Therefore the 7ebufites ſaid in ſcorn to David, 
2 Sam. $5.6. Except thou take away the blinde and the 
lame, thou (halt not come in bither; Thinking Da» 
wid cannot come inbither. (As our long Parlia- 
mene juſtly ſcorned the King 's men, knowing 
they were: both blinde and lame inall their en» 
terpriles,) But David returns the Feſwbites 
mockery upon themſclyes, laying, rhey wererttie 
blinde and the lame, 2 Sam. 5:7, 8. and 7odb- 
made them know;when he ſinore themy thatr-Da- 
vid had no ſuch men, as they thought they were, 
I (hron-11.5,6. | 
Therefore, I ſay,the King will do well if hea. 
ce and|Joinc himſelt to this Army now on/foor, 
or I believe it will be a+ hard rask for him to-ger 
an Atmy that ſtiallbeat them/onr 2; for the late:
